The most substantial decline has | 
taken place in foodstuffs. These | 
show a drop of 25.5 per cent. | 

Clothing showed a decrease of | 
9.4 per cent and rent of 7.5 per | 
cent. Fuel and light declined 32° 
and household furnishings almost 
11 per cent. The miscellaneous 
column, including all necessaries 
not otherwise classified, showed 
only a nominal reduction. 

In all cases except fuel and light, 
which show a tendency to increase 
during the winter, the commodity 
items have made a steady decline 
down to the present summer. 

During the six months period 
ending June, 1931, occurred the 
most marked decline in the food 
group, totaling 13.8 per cent. Dur- 
ing the same time house furnish- 
ings declined 6 per cent, fuel and 
light 5. per cent, while clothing 
went down 4.6 and rents fell off 
3.1 per cent.

STEEL LEADER TELLS HOOVER 


To Maintain Wages and Employ- 
ment “Reasonable Profit” Must 
‘ Re Allowed, He Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The 
contention that trades and indus- 
tries must be permitted to co-oper- 
ate to earn “reasonable profits’ 
during the economic depression was 
laid before President Hoover to- 
day by Charles F. Abbott, execu- 
tive director of the American In- 
stitute of Steel Construction. 

Abbott said he told the Presidént 
steel fabricators had been supplied 
with “a fair amount of business” 
through public works and that this 
amount promised to increase dur- 
ing the fall and winter. He added, 
however, he had reported that in 
many instances profits had been 
sacrificed by his industry to aid 
employment. 

“Politically we are just awak- 
ening to the fact that if we desire 
to organize trade and industry to 
maintain the wage scale and = to 
maintain employment.” he said, “it 
is necessary to permit trades and 
industries to earn reasonable prof- 
its. 

“T personally do not believe the 
Sherman law or any of the other 
antitrust statutes since enacted pro- 
hibit that form of trade co-opera- 
tion that is essential to achieve 
these ends.”’

Arthur Smith Convicted as Ha- 
bitual Criminal for Ho - 
tel Holdup. 


Arthur Smith, 31 years old, 
driver of a St. Louis-Chicago mo- 
torbus, was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for robbery in a sealed 
verdict opened today in Circuit 
Judge Pearcy’s court. 

Smith, an ex-convict, was ac- 
cused as one of three men who 
held up William F. Chassels, night 
clerk in the Northwestern Hotel, 
4919 Natural Bridge avenue, last 
March 25, taking $23 and a re- 
volver. Because ot twa previous 
convictions he was charged as a 
habitual criminal, which made the 
life sentence mandatory if he were 
found guilty of the hotel robbery. 

Two companions of Smith in 
that robbery and three others had 
pleaded guilty in the other cases 
and were sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. Smith rejected 
an offer of the Circuit Attorney's 
office to recommend a 20-year 
term if he would plead guilty. 

He presented an alibi defense, 
testifying that he was with his bus 
in Chicago on the night of the 
robbery, but no other witnesses 
substantiated his claim. He was 
identified as one of the robbers 
by Chassels. George J. Reich, 
owner of a drug. store at 4173 
Juniata street, and Norman Fields, 
who was a customer in the store 
on the night of the hotel robbery, 
testified they had seen Smith in 
St. Louis that night. Reich and 
Fields had identified Smith as one 
of three men who robbed them 
that night. 

Smith’s criminal record dates 
to 1917 when he was 14 years 
old. In that year he was sentenced 
to serve two years in Boonville 
reformatory for burglary.. Five 
years later he was sentenced to 190 
years for robbery. He was arrested 
on suspicion a week after the hotel 
robbery and later war identified as 
one of th: robbers in that and 
three other cases. 

His companions, who are serv- 
ing five year term;, were Merrill 
Marshall and Jack Reynolds.

BY COUNTERFEIT STOCK’ 


Declare That Acquaintance Got 
$50,000, With Bogus 
Shares of Security.

$50,000 from one of New York's 
large brokerage houses through the 
use of counterfeit stock  certifi- 
cates, 

The man sought is Emmett

of P. F. Cusick, Kent & Co., by 
drawing against 2760 shares of 
counterfeit General Motors stock 
which he had placed on deposit. 

“The certificates were the most 
beautiful example of counterfeiting 
I ever saw,” said an officer of the 
firm. “If they were passed to me 
again I probably would accept 
them, for it would be impossfble 
for me to tell them from ~- bona 
fice stock. 

As detectives of the New York 
Stock Exchange, New York police 
and officers of the bonding house

began a hunt for the man, the 
method he is said to have used was 
explained. 

Sheridan had been known by of- 
ficers of Cusick, Kent & Co., for 
years, they said. He conducted a 
printing and advertising agency in 


Philadelphia.

Three weeks ago he 
announced that new business con- 
nections would keep him in New 
York several days a week and said 
he was conten:plating opening a 
stock account. 

Last Wednesday he appeared 
with the 2760 shares of stock and 
asked that they be kept for him 
in the company’s safe. 

“On Friday,” said a statement is- 
sued by the company, “Mr. Sheri- 
dan appeared at our office and re- 
quested a check for $50,000, drawn 
against the stock. There was 
nothing unusual in the transaction, 
as the shares at that time were 
worth approximately $82,000. 

“After turning the $50,000 over 
to Mr. Sheridan, we delivered the 
shares to the Stock Clearing Cor- 
poration with the request that they 
be transferred to the name of Cu- 
sick, Kent & Co. 

“The stock was received by the 
corporation too late Friday for 
transfer and as transfers are not 
made on Saturday, it was not until 
Monday that we were notified that 
General Motors had found the cer- 
tificates to be counterfeits. 


“Accordingly, the Stock Clearing 
Corporation withdrew its receipt 
for the transfer from Cusick, Kent 
& Co., whose officers immediately 
notified the bonding company by 
whom they are insured against such 
losses.”’

ATTACKED, MASKED 
CROWD BURNS ONE 


Bullets Fired Into Other 
Pevely Dairy Carrier — 
Driver Beaten Near Ha- 
garstown, Ill. 

Two 1500-gallon tank trucks of 
the Pevely Dairy Co., each hauling 


a trailer of similar capacity, were 
dumped yesterday near Hagars- 


town, Ill., in disregard of a Federal 
Court injunction, posted on the: 
trucks, against interference with ' 
Pevely shipments. 

A -driver, Harold Potts of St. 
Louis, was beaten. One truck was 
set afire. The other was penetrated 
by bullets, the drivers reported, the 
oil drained and the motor left run- 
ning. The trucks were en route to 
St. Louis. 

Potts and the ygann driver, Wal- 
ter Frederking, reported to the 
Sheriff's office at Vandatia that 
about 30 men, masked with hand- 
kerchiefs, stopped them three miles 


west of Hagarstown and forced 
them to drive a half-mile off the 
main road and into a field. 

There, the drivers reported, they 
were compelled to drain out the 
milk, and their assailants poured 
oil and gasoline on one truck to set 
it afire. The drivers walked to 
the highway and were taken to the 
Sheriff's office by a motorist. When 
deputies hurried to the scene the 
field was empty except for the 
trucks, one of which was still burn- 
ing. 

The dairy valued the trucks at 
$27,000 and the milk at $1000. 

A lull had followed the granting 
of the injunction against violence, 


two weeks ago. Few instances had 
been reported, and these were spo- 
radic and without signs of organi- 
zation, but yesterday’s outbreak 
was one of the most serious since 
the Sanitary Milk Producers voted 
the atrike against Pevely Dairy 
Aug. 31. \ 

The Pevely Dairy announced 
that “something like 2000” farmers 
were petitioning Gov. Emmerson of 
Illinois to use his powers to pre- 
vent lawlessness on the highways. 

President Tiedeman of the Sanit- 
tary Producers, in a prepared state- 
ment, mentioned ‘reports’ that 
“armed detectives’ had been hired 
to shadow leaders in the organiza- 
tion, and declared it a move to in- 
timidate the members. He reiter- 
ated the association’s deprecation 
of violence, and declared that, while 
he was not convinced that the milk- 
dumping was the work of dairy- 
it might represent “the re- 
taliation of incensed farmers’ 
against “intimidation and oppres- 
sion.”’ 

“No fair-minded person,” he con- 
cluded, “can countenance the ar- 
rogant attitude of the Pevely com- 
pany and its obnoxious contract 
which gives the company the sole 
power to dictate milk prices both to 
producer and consumer.”

In many respects Rickey is the 
most remarkable executive figure 
in baseball. He is aggressive, a 
rigid disciplinarian, a fluent speak- 
er and an engaging personality. 

He once piloted the &t. Lonis 
Browns. He was for several years 
bench manager of the Cardinals, 
without conspicuous success, be- 
fore turning his talents to the busi- 
ness office and the development of 
the far-flung Cardinal farm system. 

Rickey, with amazing energy, 
does an extraordinary amount of 
work. He is the overseer of the 
chain farms, keeping a continual 
check on their activities, juggling 
or transferring players for the best 
interests of all concerned, always 
on the lookout for the most prom- 
ising talent for the headquarters 
organization. 

During the World War Rickey 
rose to the rank of Major in the 
Chemical Warfare Service of the 
A. E. F. Christy Mathewson and 
Ty Cobb were Captains in this 
branch. 

Gabby Street was a Sergeant in 
the combat division. It was not

Until the old Sergeant took hold, 
Hornsby, O’Farrell, McKechnie and 
Southworth came and went in 
rapid succession. No wonder the 
boys laughed when Street took 
charge. But the old Sergeant has 
the last smile.

about one-half of the persons eligi- 
ble to vote in the United States g0 
to the polls in a presidential elec- 


tion. Of the 172,943,624 persons 
over 21 years old listed by the Cen- 
sus Bureau for 1930, a total of 36,- 
789,669 voted for Hoover and Smith 
and three other candidates three 
years -go. 

The 1928 election, however, 
brought the largest popular vote in 
the .ation’s history, and for that 
year the perce ntage was probably a 
little more than 50 per cent since 
the eligibles were fewer than the 
census figures now indicated. 

All of the 72,943,624 are not 
eligible to vote, several millions be- 


nie 


ing unnaturalized. 

The 1930 total over 21 years old 
was an increase of 19.8 per cent 
over 1920. Men of voting age ex- 
ceeded women in 1930 by only 
1,169,890, numbering 37,056,757, 
compared with 35,886,867 women. 

Of the total, 72.3 er cent were 
native white, 17.3 per cent foreign- 
born white, and 9 per cent Negro. 

Of voting age in urban territory 
were 43,896,714, in suburban terri- 
tory 13,737,394, and in strictly farm 
country 15,309,514. 

City women of voting age, 22,- 
149,477 of them, outnumbered city 
men over 21—21,747,237.

RATE RISE WOULD RUIN 
LINES BROOKHART SAYS 


Iowa Senator Appears Before 
I. C. C. in Opposition to 
15 Pct. Increase.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The 
view that the railroads in urging 
a15 per cent rate increase were 
adopting a policy that would ruin 
their freight business was laid be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commere@e Commission today by 
Senator Brookhart (Rep.) Iowa. 

Opposing the increase, the Sen- 
ator contended freight service al- 
ready was paying far more than a 
just return to the railroads, 

Brookhart said the railroads 
themselves ruined their passenger 
service by raising passenger rates 
to an extortionate figure. 

“They are adopting now the 
Same shortsighted policy as ~to 
freight that destroyed their pas- 
senger service,” he said. 

Brookhart appeared after Wil- 
Washington, rep- 
resenting the Associated Industries 
of New York, and J. Van Norman 
of Louisville, Ky., representing 
Kentucky, West Virginia, and Vir- 
ginia, had opposed any increase. 

Brookhart said _ the record 
“the failure, if any, 
of the railroads to earn a proper 
return is on the passenger = side 
of the business.”’ | 

“The law does not contemplate 


that the freight rates shall be un- | 


duly raised to replace tosses’ in 
passenger traffic,”’ he said. “For 
this reason the whole proceeding 
falls down and the advance should 
not be granted. 

“T am also in full accord with 
the proposition that agriculture 
has made an overwhelming show- 
ing to the effect that it is in much 
worse condition than the railroads 
and is literally unable to pay the 
15 per cent freight rate advance. 

“Therefore even if an advance 
should be found necessary as to 
other products it should be denied 
as to all agricultural products. 
Constantly falling prices, the utter 
collapse of farm credit and of 
farm land values make this inev- 
itable.”’ 

Brookhart suggested that’ the 
rate of returneon railroad proper- 
ties be reduced to 3 per cent, 
which, he declared, would be more 
in line with what capital earned. 


Daniel Willard Says Increase Would 
Promote Stabilization, 
By the Associated Press. ‘ 

AKRON, O., Sept. 23. — Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, today told the 
Great Lakes regional advisory 
board that granting of the _ ,rail- 
roads’ proposal for a 15 per cent 
freight increase would promote 
stabilization of business and 
ploymrent. 

Willard said a resultant increased 
revenue would put the railroads in 
a position during a “temporary 
period of depression”, to maintain 
their forces so far as could be jus- 
tified by the volume of business 
and good practice and continue 
their ordinary maintenance pro- 
gram. 

A freight rate increase would he 
temporary as railway. managers 
realize their * existence defends 
their ability to make lower rates 
in order to meet changing and com- 
petitive conditions, Willard said. 

He said wage reductions had 
been considered, instead of a 
freight increase, but would not he 
effective in time to be of help in 
the emergency. He said he hoped 
a wage reduction would not be 
necessary. He stated, however, 
that in 1920 there were 2,000,000 
persons in railroad employment and 
that there are now but 1,300,000, 
a reduction of 35 per cent.

Texas Governor Sends Appeals 
to Executives of the 
South.

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 23.—Gov- 


ernors of nine cotton-producing 
states have been asked by Gov. 
Sterling to join Texas in legislat- 


ing against overproduction of cot- 


ton. 

Telegrams were sent to the Gov- 
ernors of Georgia, Alabama, Okla- 
homa, Mississippi, Arkansas, Flori- 
da, Louisiana, South Carolina and 
North Carolina. The first answers 
to be received were noncommital. 

South Carolina and Louisiana 
only recently enacted a “1932 cot- 
ton holiday” law. 

Texas’ step toward curtailment 
of its cotton crop was completed 
yesterday when Gov. Sterling 
signed a bill limiting cotton plant- 
ing in the State in 1932 and 1933 to 
30 per cent of the cultivated acre- 
age. ; 

Advocates of the bill said 51 or 
52 per cent of the State’s cultivated 
area was planted in cotton and the 
30 per cent limitation would result 
in cotton crop reduction of about 
50 per cent. 

In response to the plea for other 
states to join in the curtailment 
program, Gov. Parnell of Arkansas 
was quoted as saying he would not 
act until he was positive of the 
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sertiment of farmers of his State 
toward the new Texas law. 


Gov. Russell of Georgia, attend- 
ing the National American Legion 
convention in Detroit, and Gov.

A policy of isolation would be an an- 
achronism in this day and age, yet, if eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency ig forced on the lesa 
progressive nations, they can weather the 
period of adjustment better than the more 
highly developed peoples whose daily needs 
are more complex. Mexico, with the alter- 
native of being sradually squeezed out of 
the world market by the draining of her 
gold,. has preferred to take the silver, peso 
as her standard and to set about developing 
Mexican manufactures for the internal mar- 
ket. 

Most of our immediate troubles in Mex- 
ico, I feel, are a reflection of conditions 
outside: the falling off of our hemp ex- 
ports, utilized for bifider twine, due to the 
wheat crisis in the United States, offers a 
ready illustration. Since Mexican pros- 
perity is ultimately bound up with that of 
the world at large, we hope conditions will 
shortly better themselves. 

The general acceptance of bimetalism, I 
believe, would give a much-needed impetus 
to trade. When William Jennings Bryan 
was advocating silver at 16 to 1, I opposed 
the idea, for at that time I considered the 
United States insufficiently developed eco- 
nomically for such a meastre. But at the 
present time, when the industries of the 
United States are expanding into foreign 
fields, 1 feel that bimetalism would, In re- 
storing the buying power of the silver na- 
tions, bring to the United States all the 
commerce of this continent and a large 
share of Oriental trade.

determined. There are two prin- 
cipal theories offered. 


One theory maintains that gall- 


stones are formed out of a combi- 
nation of lime salts and choleste- 
ria, a fatty substance found in the 
gall bladder. 

The other theory advances the 
idea that micro-organisms or germs 
serve as the center around which 
galistones are formed. 


While these theomes are subject 


to dispute and controversion, it is 
known that stagnation of bile in 
the gall bladder predisposes to the 
formation of stones. 

Stagnation of bile is favored by 
sedentary occupations, iack of ex- 
ercise, over indulgence in food, and 
constipation. 

Gallstones are formed in the gall 
bladder, a small pouch wherein 
gall or bile is temporarily stored, 
awaiting its use in intestinal diges- 
tion. 

The presence of a galistone in 
the gall bladder need not neées- 


sarily in itself produce any symp- — 


toms, 

Many a person has lived an 
eventless life as far as the gall 
bladder is concerned, only to show 
the presence of stones in the gall 
bladder on post-mortem examina- 


.| tion. 


When, however, the gallstones 
obstruct the passage of bile 
through the bile ducts they pro- 
duce violent symptoms known as 
biliary colic.
